A Back-Slap at General Pope—A Good 
Sign for Porter.

THE GREAT FAIR OF LAST WEEK. 


A Pecuniary Success and Batixfied— 
riles Alaa oe he hae 


The Spring Races—Pixing up the 
Park, 


On yesterday a ConsTiTuTION reporter 
dropped in at the headquarters of the North 
Georgia Stock and Fair association for the 
purpose of getting the result of the exhibi- 
tion of last week. 

We fuund the headquarters filled witha 
busy crowd of folks, who were trying to set- 
tle up their affairs with the association. 
The most of them were exhibitors who 
were pressing forward to draw their pre- 
miums or get their medals. Everything 
was being settled wp with the utmost possi- 
ble dispatch. The premiums were being 
paid upon demand; and there was no de- 
lay except in making out ‘the checks. The 
medals are very handsome, and are tasty 
and chaste. The guild medal is a superb 
piece of work—massive and splendid. It is 
designed for the “best exhibition made in 
any department by any person.’’ Only one 
gold medal is given each year. This one 
must have $100 worth of gold in it. 
We learn that Mr. Guerry, the 
artist, will probably take it = this 
year. We found President Cox, Seeretary 
Wrenn and Director Merrill at their posts. 
They were all in good spirits, and aroused 
themselves ready to tell all they knew about 
the fair. 


“It was a fine success,’ said Major Cox, 
as he paused from the signing of checks. 
“It was a success in a p@tuniary sense. Of 
course if it had not been for the senseless 
yellow fever panie, we should have had a 
much largercrowd. There are hundreds of 
letters reeeived from persons who were 
coming to the fair, but who write that they 
were scared off. As it was, however,

and we are more ‘han satisfied. I cannot 
th you the exact figures yet, as all the 
ills are not in, but I can give you sume 
pleasant assurances. The first is that we 
shall not have to make afy assessment on 
the stockholders. Our profits on the fair 
will carry us through. his is a pretty big 
statement when you reflect that we have 
spent $5,000 to $6,000 on the improvement 
of the grounds, and haye had all the ex- 
ese of utting the fair on its feet. We 
1ave had to buy seals, stamps. cuts, office 
furniture, etc. All this is paid for, and we 
shall not cAll on the stockholders for any 
money.”’ | 
PREPARATIONS FOR THE NEXT FAIR. 
“The association will then go ahead with 
its fair for next year?’ 
“Of course it will. We have done much 
better than we expected, and we have al- 
ready made arrangements for the next 
years exhibition. We will appoint our 
committees on next Saturday night, and 
let them organize the list at once. We in- 
tend to offer much heavier premiums for 
field crops next year than we Kia this year, 
and we shall advertise them in time for the 
fariners to*plant for them. We will also fix 
the date of the fair, which I think will be 
about the 15th of October. We are going 
right ahead.”’ 
THE SPRING MEETING OF FLYERS. 


““Yes,’’ said Director Morrill, “and im ad- 
dition to the fair, it is pretty well agreed 
that we will have a week of racing in the 
spring. This will be under the auspices of 
the association, and will be controlled by it. 
We will offer liberal purses, and besides« 
hope to have several other purses, such as 
‘the merchants’ stakes,’ the ‘Kimball house 
purse,’ the ‘Markham house purse,’ the 
‘railroad purse,’ etc, We will, at any rate, 
have such liberal attractions as will draw 
horses from all parts of the country, and 
give us such racing as we never have had 
before. ‘his will draw as large a crowd 
as the fair itself. Major Cox and 
myself are going to take atrip to Louisville 
soon, and we will see personally the promi- 
nent turfmen and secure their attendance 
with tlieir horses.”’ 

WILL CORRECT MANY ERRORS NEXT TIME. 
“How were you satisfied with the conduct 
of the fair?’ 

“Very much—ofcourse, we see now where 
we made many slight mistakes, and we will 
correct them in our next exhibition, but 
for the first trial it was wonderfully free 
from mistakes, I never saw better order 
preserved in my life. The peuple were full 
of fun and enjoyment, but very quiet. I do 
not think there were more than one arrest 
made on the ground, and that was a negro 
who refused to leave the track. There was 
no. hitch or bobble in the proceedings. 
Everthing went smooth and easy—our crowd 
was all pleased and the exhibitors were 
especially so. The Tennessee men, such as 
Mr. Crutchfield, were delighted. They told 
me that if we offered such premiums next 
year as we had offered this year, East Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky would be emptied into 
Atlanta during the fair week. Oh, if it 
hadn't been for the yellow fever scare we 
should have had the largest fairever seen 
in the south. We will have it next year.” 


THE HARVEST THAT THE MERCHANTS REAPED. 


“One of the most gratifying features of it 
all,”’ said Mr. Morrill, ‘‘was the rich harvest 
reaped by the merchants during the week. 
They are unanimous in saying that —_ 
never before had such trade and such col- 
lections. One retail dry-goods store took in 
over $11,000 in cash, and one saloon took in 
over $1,800. I have no doubt that others 
did as well or better. Why, the Kisers just 
could not do the business that was offered 
them. They worked night and day, and 
could not pack and ship the goods. I do not 
think any of them saw the fair grounds 
during the week. The fair brought an abun- 
dant and golden harvest to Atlanta.”’ 

Major Cox corroborated what Colonel 
Morrill said, and stated that his house had 
never had such a business before as during 
the fair week. 

‘“ Another thing that must be remem- 

bered,”’ said Major Cox, “is that the money 
we spent on Oglethorpe park is in perma- 
nent improvements, It was spent econom- 
ically and wisely, under the personal super- 
vision of the board. We supposed that 
$1,000 would be about what was needed, but 
it took five times that much. We shall see 
that these improvements are protected, and 
that the unds shall be constantly im- 
proved. We propose to put a superintend- 
ent there and let him attend to the grasses, 
trees, flowers, etc. It is our purpose to so 
beautify the park that it will become in 
time the great place of resort for all the peo- 
ye of the city. I do not think our stock- 
holders will want any immediate direct re- 
turn on their stock, and we shall probably 
yut all our profits, for a while at least, into 
improving the park.” 

A HARMONIOUS AND ENTHUSIASTIC BOARD. 

“The board is harmonious and deter- 
mined, I presume?’ 

“Perfectly so. We are all united and 
enthusiastic. There is no bickering or 
discord. And we mean to make a 
grand association of this. The good peo- 
ple are proud of our initial success and 
will stand by us. Colonel Morrill here has 
just brought us the check of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad for $1,000 asa gift to 
the association. Mr. W. B. Berry, of New- 
nan, was so much pleased that he said we 
could draw on him for anything from 
$1,000 to $3,000. I understand that Mr. 
Dodd and Mr. Tanner each offered to take 
$500 of our stock on oe of the fair. I 
mention these things merely to show that 
we have won not only the confidence 
vf the people, but the meneyed su 
port of the moneyed men. It will

Tur official figures from Ohio and In- 
diana show that the contractionists are in 
a hopeless minority in both states. In 
Indiana the democrats cast 194,491 votes, 
the republicans 180,755, and the nation- 
als 39,448. The democratic plurality was 
13,736,. while Shermanism stands con- 
demned by an adverse majority of 53,184. 
The falling off in the republican vote 
since 1876 amounts to 27,325 votes. In 
Ohio the republicans cast 274,120 votes, 
the denzocrats 270,966, the nationals 
$8,322, and the prohibitionists 5,674. By 
adding the prohibition to the republican 
vote, andthe national to the democratic 
vote, we have thereal decision on the cur- 
rency issues. The resultis a minority of 
29,494 against the policy of the adminis- 
tration. And yet the gold-bugs claim 
Ohio! They should, in order to be con- 
sistent, also claim Indiana. 


Tue Nashville Banner puts Judge 
Marks’ plurality for governor of Tennes- 
gee at 40,000. Dr. Wight, the republican 
nominee, will not poll the full vote of his 
party, and the greenback nominee will 
be a bad third in the race. Judge Marks 
will have a clear majority of the entire 
vote. Casey Young will, it is thought, 
again carry the Memphis district, and if 
he does, the democrats will elect eight 
out of the ten congressmen, leaving the 
two East Tennessee districts in doubt. 
The legislature will contain about twenty 
republicans and about ten greenbackers, 
the latter coming from Shelbyville and 
Nashville. The democratic majority will 
be very large, and a decided majority of 
the whole will be, says the Banner, what 
are known in Tennessee as low-tax men— 
that is, men who will not vote for a state 
levy sufficient to meet the annual interest- 
charge on account of the public debt, or 
any part of it. = 
In three of the Kentucky congression- 
al districts the democracy are in trouble. 
In the Louisville district two democrats 
are running against one republican aided 
by a horde of federal supervisors of elec- 
tion. The district is strongly democratic, 
but not so strongly that it can safely af- 
ford to have two candidates for any office 
that a republican wants. The Danville 
district is generally close, the democratic 
majority under favorable circumstances 
rarely exceeding 1,000. This year there 
was a better contest between Mr. Phil. 
Thompson and Judge Durham for the 
democratic nomination. After two con- 
ventions had been held the matter was 
referred to the judges of the supreme 
court, who preferred Mr. Thompson. A 
great deal of bitterness was stirred up, 
and it is thought that Mr. Denny, a na- 
tional banker and the republican nomi- 
nee, will run Mr. Thompson very close. 
The ninth or mountain district has always 
been doubtful, but the latest advices in- 
ilicate Mr. Turner, the democratic nomi- 
nee. The democrats are united and en- 
thusiastic.

The Medical Society of Charleston, at a 
recent meeting, determined to procure a 
portrait of the celebrated Dr. Geddings, 
of that ity.

If this be so, we take pleasnre in calling 
the attention of the society to the fact 
that we have here in Atlanta a portrait- 
painter who is not only the superior of 
any in the south, but who has few art 
superiors in the land. We allude, of 
course, to Mr. Albert Guerry. In addi- 
tion to his professional ability, this young 
artist is a native of South Carolina, and 
would feel a sort of state 
pride in being called upon to transfer to 
“anvas the features of one of Carolina’s 
most illustrious sons. 

Those who attended the recent fair 
in this city had an opportunity of inspect- 
ing some of Mr. Guerry’s most elaborate 
work. His portraits of Governor Brown, 
General Toombs, Mr. Hill, General Gor- 
don and Mr, Cobb are wonderful speci- 
mens of the portrait-painter’s art. Mr. 
Guerry is not content with merely copy- 
ing the features—that is purely a> me- 
chanical operation—he goes farther. By 
the marvellous dexterity of his art, he 
catches the expression—the tone—of the 
face. Witness the unconscious placidity 
of Governor Brown, the _sellf- 
contained repose ae A Hill, 
the subdued fire and _ firmness of 
General Gordon.

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Devens and His Deputies. 
The republican’ managers, it appears, 
according to a recent statement of Attor- 
ney-General Devens, and to other revela- 
tions that have been made, are about to 
revive the old system of federal espionage 
of ballot boxes during the coming elec- 
tions, which was so popular under the 
cold-blooded and corrupt administration 
of Grant. As is well known the appoint- 
ment of special deputy marshals is con- 
fined by law to cities of twenty thousand 
population and upwards, but it has been 
given out by prominent republicans that 
these election inspectors would be ap- 
pointed at every voting precinct in the 
south, no matter what the population 
might be; and, furthermore, that ar- 
rests would be made without regard 
to the plain’ provisions of the 
election law, which expressly 
limits the powers of supervisors of elec- 
tion, outside of cities of twenty thousand 
and upward, tothe mere witnessing of 
the election and of the acts of the state 
managers in reference to the returus 
thereof. They have no power totouch or 
count a ballot, or to attach any statement 
to the returns made by the managers, nor 
to interfere with the latter in any way;

In spite of this, it is the avowed inten- 
tion of the administration to station these 
deputies or election inspectors at every 
precinct in the south—and to confer upon 
them illegally the right to arrest wherever 
and whomsoever they please. The attor- 
ney general pretends that the power of 
appointing deputy marshals throughout 
the south, is unlimited, and he will no 
doubt proceed upon that assumption and 
place his sentinels over the ballot-boxes 
in the south as he threatens to do.

It is estimated that fifty thousand 
assessments will have to be rectified, if 
Mr. Devens’ latest opinion stands, and 
that the government balance will suffer 
to the extent of several millions. The 
treasury officials do not pro- 
pose, however, to adopt Mr. 
Devens’ latest opinion until it is fortified 
by either legislative action or a judicial 
decision. They are afraid that the fickle 
law officer of the government may go 
back to his July opinion, or get up an 
entirely new edition. The 2,000 national 
banks will, therefore, have t6 wait some 
considerable time before they get their 
back pay. And there are several little 
difficulties in the way that must be ar- 
ranged before the business of the past 
can be opened up. Many of the banks, 
for instance, have reduced their circula- 
tion, and in so doing have withdrawn the 
bonds held against it. According to the 
last opinion of the attorney-general, the 
premium originally invested is. still 
exempt from taxation, having been paid 
out of their banking capital. For the 
same reason, the premium on bonds 
which were originally bought by the 
stockholders in greenbacks, and turned in 
as capital at the market rate, is likewise 
exempt from taxation. There are plenty 
of similar questions that the courts will 
have to settle, and,in the meanwhile, the 
only effect of the new opinion will be felt 
in subsequent assessments. 


The Arnold Campaign. 


The card of Colonel Hammond, to 
which we gave editorial prominence yes- 
terday, denying the absurdly slanderous 
story about the Henson fee, ought to set- 
tle the matter; but it will not.

Up to this time, the campaign on the 
part of the Arnold party has been with- 
out pith and spiritless, except where 
slander has been deftly interwoven with 
sophistry, and we believe the votes on 
election day will show that it has been 
fruitless, It is without excuse; it is with- 
out platform or principles; and it is made 
in defiance of the most solemn pledges 
given to the democracy of Fulton at the 
meeting previous to the primary election. 
These pledges were given by Colonel Pike 
Hill, in behalf of the greenback party of 
which he was the chosen mouth-piece, 
and was acquiesced in by that party with 
loud cheers. Arnold and his chosen 
leaders have deliberately violated those 
pledges, and now they appeal to the peo-

After the Terrer. 

Of all the cities visited by the yellow 
plague this season, its ravages appear to 
have been the most fatal in Memphis. 
The scourge is over, and the people of 
the ill-fated city are returning to their 
homes—homes over which desolation has 
shaken her black wings for weeks and 
months past. The Appeal and the Ava- 
lanche come to usin their usual shapes, 
and business seems to be reviving with 
some degree of briskness.

There is something 
pathetically awful in the summaries 
which the papers of that city are now 
printing. For weeks there was only one 
operator in the telegraph’ office, but he 
stood to his duty, and through the deso- 
lation of the day and the sadly silent 
watches of the night, sent and received 
the messages which told the world of the 
horrors of the disease, or carried relief to 
the distressed. Of twenty-five operators 
in the telegraph office, eleven died. Mr. 
Putnam was the only one of the old force 
who did not suecumb to the disease. The 
mortality among the employees and their 
families was something terrible. Of all 
those engaged in the production of the 
Evening Ledger only one escaped, of the 
Avalanche four escaped, and of the Ap- 
peal only two. Of the Ledger employees 
4 died, of the Avalanche 13, and of the 
Appeal 19. Of the Ledger employees 9 
cunvalesced to recovery, of the Avalanche 
10, and of the Appeal 21. These figures 
are eloquent of the ravages of the pesti- 
lence among the newspaper people, but 
when our readers study the statistics for 
themselves, they will see that when the 
wives and children who were dependent 
upon these employees and employers are 
taken into account, the story is intensi- 
fied almost beyond belief. Take the 
Appeal office, for instance, where, out of 
75 persons—men, women and children— 
34 were buried, 39 convalesced, and only 
2 escaped. Sad and sorrowful facts, they 
tella story of endurance unparalled in 
modern times, and of which we trust the 
world will forever be spared a repetition.

There was something very peculiar in the death 
of Lieutenant Benner. He was not as a soldier 
exempt from the common sympathy for the suffer- 
ers in the south; but as asoldier he seemed free 
from all responsibility in dey or carrying out 
measures of relief. The work of saving seemed 
more nearly to concern the religious and charita- 
ble associations than those whose profession is a 
purely destructive one. Yet he conceived the idea 
of conductiug an expedition down the Mississippi 
to bring aid to the towns along the shore, and 
cheerfully risked and gallantly lost his own life in 
earrying out his scheme. ith the disciplined 
bravery of a soldier he took up one of the most 
mournful tasks of peace, and found that there are 
dangers in the quiet work of the as y 
as those to be encountered on the battlefield. He 
died in the course of his charitable invasion, and 
he should have a place among the many heroes of 
the American army. Not Ti some 
one has applied to him the lines of Michael Barry: 


‘* But whether on the scaffold high 
Or in the battle’s van, 
The fittest place where man can die 
Is where he dies for man!” 


In a flerce praising the lot of him who 
dies as a soldier, this brief ‘acknowledgment that 
it iqthe pu hich sanctifies all sacrifices he 
become famous. The lines form the best epitaph 
for a soldier dead in one of the renowned victo- 
ries of peace. The comrades of Lieutenant Ben- 
ner have undertaken to collect a fund for his des- 
titute wife and family, and General Hancock has 
lent the sanction of his name to the movement, so 
that others who would be glad to contribute may 
know that what they give will neither be 
wasted through misdirection nor for want of co- 
operation. Postmaster James, whose public spirit 
isshown in other ways besides his admirable 
managementof his office in the public interest, 
has, it will be seen, ordered a special contribution- 
box to be kept in the post-office for this fund.

At the end of the recess all the members 
of the Atlanta presbytery took seats in the 
rear of the house, and the remaining mem- 
bers of the synod considered the question 
under discussion. The clerk then called the 
roll for the expression of views from inem- 
bers of synod. 

Rev. Mr. Newton, of the Augusta presby- 
tery, spoke, and said it was the 
will of Zion’s King that he should 
have a church on earth, and that it 
should have rulers in it, and they areelothed 
with authority.

Deliverances are usually 
made on an overture sent up by an inili- 
vidual or a presbytery, and frequently there 
is little attention paid to it. In judicial 
cases the attention is intently fixed and 
pin: Ment is done with the greatest delib- 
eration. The judicial case far transcends 
in importance the.regular proceedings, and 
a greater weight should be given to a deci- 
sion so reached. If a deliverance is accord- 
ing to the constitution and the word of God 
it then binds. It binds because of this very 
fact—that they are in accord with the Scrip- 
tures. Otherwise, it is utterly without au- 
thority, and we are sworn to resist and dis- 
obey them. The confession of faith is our 
authority for so doing. The speaker here 
read from the con on, 
We must watch with jealous vigilance al! 
attempts to exercise an illegal authority 
ever us. It isbinding on all men to pre- 
serve a sacred individuality. We must 
watch the beginning of every effort to laud 
it over us in God’s name when God has not 
spoken. It is one of my highest duties to 
resist such encroachments. Resistance to 
tyrants is obedience to God. 
Mr. Axson—Moderator, I would ask the 
brother how we are to conduct this resist- 
ance—by any stated form of law? 
Dr. Woodrow—Peaeeably, of course. 
Dr, Gordon—Illustrate the case by what 
happened with us here the other day. 
Foodrow then spoke of the resistance 
the Augusta presbytery made to the action 
of synod requiring each presbytery to look 
into the reasons of all absences. The pres- 
bytery protested, and the synod reversed 
its action, as it was unconstitutional. 
When this constitutional power is tran- 
scended knowingly, it is an enormous of- 
fense, It is adding to that which God has 
spoken, and is liable to the curse pronounced 
against those who do suchi'things. You put 
words in God’s mouth that he has not 
spoken. You push God from his throne 
and sit there and spéak as if you had His 
authority. This is the highest of all trea- 
son. Hence loyalty to God is consonant 
with resistance to man. We have often 
heard it claimed that civil authorities are 
ordinances of Ged, but when they tran- 
scend their powers, it is our duty to disobey 
their commands. So when a church goes 
outside of its authority, its edicts are worth- 
less and worse. Obedience to the right is 
involved in disobedience to the wrong. 
Paul said he could serve God better by not 
marrying. The church at first recom- 
mended celibacy, and then enjoined 
it until at last it was 
claimed to be a law, and then came the 
celibacy offthe clergy, and it was considered 
a thousand fold greater enormity for a priest 
to marry than to break any of the ten com- 
mandments. Thus the commandment of 
men were put above those of God. This is 
the result of the doctrine that in things in- 
different we may yeald to the authority of 
the church. No, we may not yield anything 
to the church that God has not yielded. We 
must resist the very beginning of such a 
usurpation or we shall be where the early 
Christian were in respect to the celibacy of 
the clergy or the eating of meat. It is claim- 
ed that dancing is properly made a subject 
of discipline as beinga violation of the 
seventh commandment. It is admitted 
that lascivious dancings are a violation of 
this commandment, But what are lascivious 
dances. 
The very instance which is given us from 
Scripture is where a maiden danced alone, 
and that was lascivious because it was not 
promiscuous. The n.odern dance is lascivi- 
ous because it is promiscuous. Most of the 
witnesses introduced to prove the dance 
lascivious knew little or nothing about it. 
Dr. Palmer knows little about it, I think. 
Bishops and priests know little about it. 
For the best evidence we must go to those 
who know most about it. Scores and scores 
of the best people have told me that the 
dance is not lascivious. It is at least so

L have not found dancing placed among 
the catalogue of heinous sins, There is no 
law in Lreland, Scotland, Canada or America 
on the subject. If there was a law before 
1865, why was there an application to the 
assembly in that year for a law on the sub- 
ject? It made no law; neither did the as- 
sembly of 1369. Then the presbytery of 
Atlanta, in 1877, asked for a law; none yet. 
The Atlanta presbytery went away down to 
New Orleans to find out the meaning of the 
word ‘‘promiscuous.’’ Any school boy 
could have told them. [Laughter.] They 
won't believe a dictionary. The Atlanta 
presbytery could get no law, and they are 
now like the counselors of Babylon. Dan- 
iel was a good man and had the ear of the 
king, and there was envy against him. His 
enemies said: ‘‘We can find nothing against 
him save .as to the law of his God.” He 
didn’t give the Hebrews any offices—any 
postoffices—for they had none of those. 
The Atlanta presbytery had no law, so 
they wrote a circular letter to catch some- 
y, and they canght Mr. Block. They 
accuse him of two enormous sins—having a 
dance and causing others to dance. The 
whole process was irregular and illegal from 
beginning to end. The rules of other 
churches are called‘in, but to make the case 
good ae must show us some case where a 
man has been dealt with by these churches 
for dancing. We must have a Baptist 
Block, a Methodist Block, a Catholic Block, 
and a Block for every church that has been 
Blocked out here. [Laughter.] 

My third point is, that the sentence is 
unjust. There is no ratio between it and 
the offense. 

Finally, the sentence was unwarrantably 
harsh and cruel. There is no proof of the 
first count in the indictment,and the second 
count is not even looked at. I have only 
two faults to find with Mr. Block: he ought 
not to have submitted at all to the session; 
he was not half contumacious enough, as 
he is charged with contumacy. Resistance 
is sometimes right. 

Dr. Irvine said Dr. Leftwich had 
sermons in which he had held Mr. 
to ridicule. 

Mr. Axson—“I am sure that the sermons 
had no ridicule in them.” 

Dr. Irvine explained his meaning as not 
reflecting on Dr. Leftwich. 

Dr. Nall and Mr. Fleming both called the 
speaker to order as using unbecoming lan- 
guage in regard to the session. He said 
anything he said which was improper he 
would gladly retract it.

The synod of Georgia has for the past 
week been engaged in trying the ap) eal of 
Mr. Block from the decision of the Atlanta 
presbytery in sustaining the sentence of the 
session of the Central church suspending 
Mr, Block indefinitely from all church com- 
munion., Counsel for both sides having

In looking into this case, we are merely 
to follow the Word of God as it is inter- 
preted to us by our highest authorities. We 
must¥ollow no mau—not Calvin, not Luth- 
er, not Thornwell. Jobn Calvin, honor 
him as we should, vet he is as dangerous a 
man as we could follow in many respects. If 
he were a member of the synod | would 
vute to suspend him from the commission 
until he repented of thé sin of Sabbath- 
breaking; for. the evidence is that Calvin 
was addieted to worldly amusements, and 
even played ballon Sunday. In the consid- 
eration of this case we shall find that the 
proceedings were irregular. The very first 
step was a false one. Lhe charge does not 
specify the violation of any law known to 
this church. He here reviewed the record 
of the case. It was asserted that a law had 
been violated. We have no law against 
dancing in any form. There was a apt 
festation of prejudice in the progress of the 
trial before the session. 

A member of the session refused to act as 
counsel for Mr. Block. 

The object of counsel is to secure a fair 
representation of a case for the accused. 
When the member refused torepresent Mr. 
Block, the court did not act as a merciful tri- 
bunal and appoint some one to defend the 
accused. He went on and undertook his 
own defense, although unused to courts. 
The sentence does not correspond with the 
charge, and therefore should be reversed. 
He is charged with dancing, but the sen- 
tence is in part for defending his case. He 
was tried for one offense and sentenced for 
three. The sentence is not in accordance 
with the fact. In denying that the deliver 
ances were law, Mr. Block was not 
wrong. He was right. They are not 
law. Heshowed no contempt toward the 
court in vefusing to answer questions put 
to him., Dr. Leftwich’s manner was so un- 
pleasant that Mr. Block would not answer 
the questions thus put to him. Questions 
of the most irritating character were time 
and again put to Mr. Block. 

Mr. Block is charged with contumacy. 
This is a technical crime with us. It is a 
refusal to answer citation when ordered to 
appear before a church court. But Mr. 
Block was conspicuously not contumacious. 
He appeared and did all that he should have 
done. This sentence should be reversed 
for irregularity, for prejudice, and for error 
in the decision. 

It is said that the law against worldly 
amusements had been violated. I do not 
know that we have suchalaw. I have 
searched far and wide for it and cannot find 
it. What are worldly amusements? We 
have not been told? Worldly amusements 
are amusements in excess. There must be un- 
due devotion to them to make them harm- 
ful. God has given us all a desire of amuse- 
ment, and it is our duty to pursue it with- 
in proper bounds. 

We should thank him for these amuse- 
ments which he gives us for our good. If 
dancing falls in this category I would say of 
it the same I said of ball playing. I am not

throughout the entire house. 

He began his remarks with some very 
humorous allusions, which were indeed re- 
freshing. Alludingto the statement that 
Dr. Woodrow was weak, having just re- 
covered from a spell of sickness, he said: 
“I hope we are to hear from no more 
brethren who are just recovering from 

spell of _sickness.”’ [Laughter. ] 

He said he did not desire to demolish Dr. 
Woodrow’s argument. It would be too 
great a triumph for a man of my years and 
intellect. But I look plainly at the case, 
and I go to the word of God where we all 
must go. There I find that dancing is con- 
trary to the spirit, if not to the letter, of 
that Word. The Bible tells us whatsoever 
we do in word or deed, to do it all unto the 
lory of God. Dancing, I believe, is an of- 
ense. That word offense has been used so 
much that I fear it has become offensive to 
some. But the great consensus of the 
Christian world are against dancing. The 
deliverances are against it. But what can I 
say on the subject after all the able speeches 
on the subject. After that long, able 
and exhaustive argument by the dis- 
tinguished prosecutor, who I must say as 
8 logician and a reasoner has not a su- 
rior in this body or in Georgia.
